A Night at Toand Knon.

The most wonderful piece of railtoad
engineering that 1 have over had the
pleasure of seeing i3 on the line of the
Piedmont Air-Line in Weatern North
Carolina, The railway leaves Asheville,
that noted sanitarivm, and proceeds as
best it cau to get over the Blude Ridge
Mountains, First there is the Swanna-
noa tunoel, which is sbout a third of a
mile long. After that there aresix other
tunnels somewhat shorter, Then from
the top of the mountain the railway
underlakes to wind its way down into the
valley of the Catawba River, or Mill
Creek, The road here is probably the
crookedest in all creation, It wiods aud
rewinds and twists and goes over and
under fteelf in a way that is perfectly
bewildering to the traveler who wishes to
know in which pariicular part of the
mountain he is, From Little 8t Ber
nard, a pesk that is above the Rourd
Knob Valley, the railway can be seen in
seventeen different places, working up
and down the mountains, and no twc
gections of the track are oo the same
The train runos down this
crooked iron pathwey with sll steam
shut off and the brakes turoed on. Itis
a scary experience for a traveler, but the
road bed is perfect. and has all been rock
ballasted and laid with heaviest steel
rails, and po accident has ever yet taken

.place on that portion of the line, 80 the

chances are, that startling as the ride is

*| to a traveler sccustomed to level rail-

ways, that portion of the Irack is safer
than many other lines that have les3
grades and crooks upon it. But anyhow
it is worth risking something, if it is any
risk, lo enjoy the wonderful ride winding
round the mountains and descending
into the valley of the Catawba, But the
most wonderful sight that I ever saw—
and I doubt if there is another in the
world to equal it—is that seen from the
Roond XKnpob Hotel at midnight. A
pacty of usstood there tosee the night
train from Asheville come down around
that network of curves and heavy grades,
During the couple of days I stayed at the
Roond Knob Hotel I was practically a
tresspasser, because the hotel was not
opened aod Col. Sprague, snxious as he
may be to receive a guest atanother time,
bad anything bat a cheerful look on his
face when two Northern newspaper men
stepped from the train and announced
their intention of staying there for a
couple of days. However, there ia too
much cordial hospitality in the South for
a tired traveler ever to be turned away
from anybody’s door, even if the door is
that of an unopened hotel where prepar-
ations are actively going forward to
receive the guests who come to stay there
during the season. We sat up late the
first night talking about the wonderful
in which we found ourselves, and getting
information for intended excursions into
the mountains and up the creeks and to
the waterfalls, It was about 11 o’clock
at night when Col. Sprague said to us:
“Come out on the veranda and see the
midnight train, It's about due now, and
to see it come down the mountains is a
sight not to be missed.” We sll went
out on the broad pinzza of the hotel.
The building is situated right beside the
railway track, aod the train that we were
to get the first sight of abouta mile above
us would have to pass within a few feet
of where we stood when it had completed
the descent. The night was very dark,
and there was e rumble of thunder over
the pinnacle point of the blue ridge.
The air, however, was luminous with
myriads of fire flies that looked like Lhe
phosphorescent track which follows &
ship in the ocean. The roar of the little
Catawba River over the rocks was very
goothing and musical. Not a sound of
the coming train could be heard, becaunse
it was not yet throogh the tunnel. In
fact the first intimation that we had of
ils approach was not through sound but
gight, With & startling suddenness a
great pine tree high on the mountain top
stood out in bright relief as if it had been
thrown against the mouutain side by a
tremendous stereopticon. It looked like
a tree of silver and it was illuminated by
the white headlight of the loctmotive.
Then another tres, and another and
another stood out on the mountain side,
and finally the rugged, rocky side of the
cutting was illuminated like a scene
from Switzerland thrown against Lbe
dark mountain side of North Carolina.
Then came the train with italong gleam-
ing row of glittering windows, made all
the more startingly plain by tbe denee
darkoess of the night. The mountain
background acted as a great sounding
board and sent the roar of the train
across the valley, where it was echoed by
the mountain on the other gide of us and
thrown back again in confused Niagara
of sounds. After a moment the train
diagppeared as entirely as if it was swal-
lowed up by the earth, IL bad gone
round to the other side of the mountain

-and not & sound or a sight of it did we

get for some moments. The hills still
reverberated with its coming, but that,
too, died away. And, although every
one listened intectly, there was not a
rumble to disclose its whereabouts, A
few moments after a section cf the pine
covered mountain still lower down
flashed into the light, and this lime, as
the (rain turped, the illuminnted disc
flew rapidly along the mountain side,
giving the trees the appearance of rush-
ing into the light and then rushing out
into the darkness sgain. Then we had a
gecond broadside view of the rushing
train and the loog procession of lights
oace more crossed the mountain side,
but this time lower down than we had
first seen it. Again the thunoder of its
whee!s woke the echoes of mountain snd
valley and once more it plunged into
oblivion, with that stertling suddennees
which made it seemsa if the train had
been blotted out of existence,

From the further mountains some
time after was heard the faint rumble of
the train, echoed back to us from the
other side of the nearer hills, and at dif-
ferent points the invisible train made its
whereabouts known by the echoing mur-
mur of the mountains. We went round
to a piazza on the other gide of the house
and there caught glimpses of the train in
unexpected places, and finally we saw it
coming around the hill in exactly the
opposile direction we had seen it on the
time of its first and second appearing,
Finally it got down (o the level of the
roof of the hotel on the opposite side of
the valley and ewept around, coming
lower and lower, until it drew up at the
long platform on the other side of the
building.- It is worth going many hunp-

Balky Horses.

Below are rix roles for the treatment
of balky horees, which are recommended
by the society for the Prevention of
Cruelty to Animals. Persons who are
unfortunate enough to own such animals
are recomniended to give one or more of
these rules a trial:

1, Pat the horse upon the neck ; exam-
ine the harness carefully, first on oneside
and then on the other; epeaking encour-
agingly while doiogso; then jump into
the wagon and give the word go; gener-
ally he will obey.

9. A tesmster in Meine says he can
start the worst balky horse by taking him
ont of the shafts, and makiog him go
around in a cirele until beis giddy. If
the first dance of this sort doesen’t cure
him, the second will.

3. To cure a balky horse, simply place
your hand brer the horse’s nose, andsbut
off his wind until he wants to go, and
tben let him go.

4. Tha brain of the horse seems to
enterlain but one idea at atime; there-
fore continued “whipping only coofirms
his stubborn resolve. If you can by any
means give him a new subject to think of,
you will generally have bo (rouble in
starting bim. A simple remedy is to
take a couple of turus of stout twine
arouad the fore leg, just below the knce,
tight cnough for the horse to feel, and tie

«in & bow knot. Atthe first cbeck be will
go dancing off, and after a short distance
you get out and remove the string to
prevent injury to tbe tendon in your
further drive.

5, Take the tail of the bhorse between
the hind legs, and tie it by a cord to the
saddle girth.

6. Tic astring around the Liorse’s ear,
close to the borse’s head.

ley Mutusl Li‘e Insuracce Company of
Staunton, which cught to have been paid
August 0, but was not ; also, a votica of
un assessment for $170, which would
be due August 80. The company refused
to pay bis 32,000 life insurance on aceount
of his non payment. It was proven
before the jury, in Judge McLavghlin's
court here, that the company had several
times accepted his payments after they
were due. The jury beld that the com-
pany could not allow a credit system as
long as man lived and then enforce s cash
system when be died ; it must stand by
the result of the credit system which it
had allowed during the insurer's life, It
gave & verdict in favor of the widow for
the full smount of $2,000.—Staunton Vin-
dicafor.

To Prescrye Bulter.

There are two very good ways of keep-
ing butter for winter nse. I will give
you both, and after trial you can decide
for yourself which you prefer, In both
cases the butter without additional ealt
must be packed smoothly and tightly into
stope jars, using an ordinary wooden
potato masher for pressing it down,

For ona jar cut a piece of new muslin
gufficiently large to entirely cover the
butter. Make & solution of salt and
water, dip the muslin in this brine, cover
it over the butter, and sprinkle on top of
it salt to the thickness cof onme inch,
Cover the top of the jar with two thick-
nesses of tissue paper neatly pasted down,
and keep over this & Lin or wooden cov-
er.

For the eecond jar stir evough salt
into two quarts of waler to make a satur-
ated solution that is, until the water has
dissolved all the salt that it can possibly
take up, add & quarter tesspoonful of
saltpetre, and a ‘quarter pound of gragu.
lated sugar, strain this over the butter,
and cover the jar the sameas direcled
above.— Table Talk,

An African Colonization Soclety.

AvcusTA, November 13.—A negro
colonization society has been organized
in Augusta for the purpose of emigrating
to Africa. The society now numbers
thirty-one, and is daily incrensing. The
most active and spirited of the members
are the women. The whole crowd are
quite anxious to leave Augusta, and
there are others who are just as eager to
get to Africa. This small cdlonization
society ia quite & surprize to many of the
citizens. The mambers are now ready to
leave, and are corresponding with Presi
dent Coppinger, of the Nationzl Coloni
zation Society, of Washington City, for
transportation, and a: soon as they ar-
range the trip they intend leaving for
the genial clime of Africa.

The organization of this society is said
to be the result frequent newspaper dis-
cussion of the question, How to dispose
of the negro in the South? Augusta
can ensily and without reluctunce spare
this crowd of adventurers and maany
others if they will only leave. Augusta
has now set the ball io v tion and is in
the lead to show our Soutsern cities how
to get rid of the obaoxious blacks and
where to send them. It i3 hoped that
this crowd will shortly be followed by
others. Onward to Africa is now the cry
of tha Augusta negro.
